1 12/2 nd paragraph, with regard to claims 46 and 47 "hybridized oligonucleotide are separated 
into at least two portions" (see previous office action, page 16, last paragraph, lines 1-4), and 
with regard to claims 48 and 49 (see previous office action, page 17). Applicant's response 
indicates that the claims have been amended as suggested to place the application in condition 
for allowance, however these rej ections have not been addressed.
